Allied And Russian 
Representatives Ask 
‘Home’ What To Do 


BERLIN UH — The Big Four for­ 
eign ministers’ conference bumped 
into a deadlock today — ll d&ys 
before 
the 
parley 
was 
due 
to 
start. Unable to agree on sites 
in Berlin for the parley. Allied and 
Russian 
representatives a s k e d 
their home governments what to 
do. 
A State Department spokesman 
in Washington 
said 
the 
United 
States did not believe the deadlock 
would postpone the conference be­ 
yond the Jan. 25 target opening 
date, but there was speculation 
in political circles here that the 
Russians were preparing to torpe­ 
do the meeting. 
Despite the glum outlook, there 
was no indication of any change 
in plans of U.S. Secretary of State 
Dulles to arrive here Jan. 22 for 
pre-conference talks with British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
and F r e n c h Foreign Minister 
Georges Bidault. Reports from the 
E ast indicated Soviet Foreign Min­ 
ister V. M. Molotov still is expect­ 
ed Jan. 23. 
A senior Allied official here said 
the past week’s four meetings of 
B e r l i n commandants of the four 
powers involved 37 hours of wran­ 
gling and were a “ waste of time.” 
The State Department spokes­ 
man in Washington charged the 
Russians w i t h employing “ hag­ 
gling and dilatory tactics on pro­ 
cedural 
points” 
but 
expressed 
hope this would “ not stand in the 
way of this very important confer­ 
ence that can mean so much to 
the peace of the world.” 
The Moscow radio already has 
been taking pot shots at the West 
in connection with the conference 
and the Moscow press has been 
serving notice that the Soviet Un­ 
ion will not yield in its views on 
the issues which will confront the 
foreign ministers. 
Western officials and commenta­ 
tors have been just as skeptical of 
the Russian intentions. 
The four powers are due to dis­ 
cuss the future of Germany and 
Austria, but the Soviet Union is 
expected to bring up other propos­ 
als, such as a five-power “ peace 
conference” with Red China at­ 
tending.

City officials today prepared a 
protest against a proposed g a s 
rate Increase in East 
Liverpool 
and other Eastern Ohio communi­ 
ties after receiving formal notice 
from the Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion that it has scheduled a hear­ 
ing Jan. 21 at Columbus on the 
application of the Manufacturers 
Light & Heat Co. 
Notices were received by Mayor 
E. Allan McKeever and Solicitor 
Joseph Cooper explaining the hear­ 
ing will begin at IO a. rn. in the 
PUC offices at 65 S. Front St. 
They were signed by Robert L. 
Moulton, chairman. Ray O. Mar­ 
tin and Ralph A. Winter. 
The officials and Council Presi­ 
dent Bert H. Goodballet said the 
protest probably will be discussed 
at City Council’s meeting Monday 
night. 
Council made the initial step to 
protest shortly after Manufactur­ 
ers filed its bid for higher rates 
Sept. 21, No formal action was 
taken pending the PUC’s prelim­ 
inary investigation that led to the 
hearing date being fixed. 
The increase would affect 10.000 
customers in East Liverpool and 
Wellsville and 31.000 others in five 
Eastern Ohio counties. 
The rates sought for East Liv­ 
erpool and Wellsville call for $1.50 
for the first 1.000 cubic feet. 82 
cents per 1,000 for the next 4.000 
cubic feet and 80 cents per 1.000 
for the next 5,000 
They would replace the present 
schedule that calls for $1 minimum 
for the first 1,000 cubic feet and 
54 cents per 1.000 thereafter.

One thing about the farm problem is an end­ 
less puzzle to non-farmers. It’s a puzzle to 
fanners, too.

Truck Tie-Up Looms larger 
An appeal to the White House by United 
Truck Owners of Am erica for a declaration of 
national em ergency in the looming truck tie-up 
Is especially interesting in the light of P resi­ 
dent Eisenhow er’s recom m endations for changes 
in the Labor-M anagem ent Act. 
One of the changes would m ake it im possible 
for the AFL T eam ster Union leaders who are 
threatening to tie up the trucking industry in 
the Middle West on Jan. 15 to take this fateful 
step without a governm ent-held election of all 
union m em bers. 
Since United Truck Owners represents owncr- 
operators of rigs who claim they should not be 
bossed by union leaders and who claim they 
com prise about 70 per cent of all transportation 
in interstate com m erce, the result of such an 
election m ight be a blow to union strategy. 
The apparent aim of the strategy is to m ake 
certain th at Ohio’s new axle-distance tax is 
paid by the carriers, instead of by the owner- 
operators of trucks. But there is good reason 
to believe the actual aim of the strategy is to 
m ake certain that Ohio’s new axle-distance tax 
will never be paid by anyone—and that over- 
the-road transportation will cease until Ohio 
knuckles under to pressure applied by the truck­ 
ing industry and by other state governm ents in 
the M iddle West. 
This wpuld be a form of rebellion against a 
tax which the trucking industry has w arned it 
does not intend to pay without a showdown. If 
the showdown m aterializes, the White House 
will have to declare a national em ergency not * 
to protect ow ner-opcrators but to protect the 
public against the consequences of a tax re­ 
bellion in the trucking industry.

On still nights for the next few weeks it will 
be theoretically possible to hear groans of ang­ 
uish from coast to coast as conscientious citi­ 
zens struggle with their income taxes before 
the M arch 15 deadline.

East Liverpool started 1954 ow­ 
ing $285,000 in general bonded in­ 
debtedness after redeeming $51,571 
in bonds in 1953, the Board of Trus­ 
tees of the Sinking Fund Commis­ 
sion said today in its annual report 
The net indebtedness dropped 
$39,571 from the $324,571 shown at 
the beginning of 1952. The debt 
was cut by only $10,000 in 1952 
because a $35,071 bond issue was 
floated to cover the cost of a trunk 
line sewer to Pleasant Heights. 
There was only one new issue of 
general bonds in 1953—$12,000 sold 
under date of Dec. I at 2% per 
cent interest to finance purchase of 
new street department machinery, 
the report showed. 
It also showed $42,000 outstand­ 
ing in special assessment bonded 
debt, due for retirement o u t of 
charges paid by property-holders 
who benefitted from street and 
sewer improvements. 
In addition to the $51,571 for bend 
retirement in 1953, the commission 
said it disbursed $8,750 for inter­ 
est, $62 for incidentals and $540 
for the clerk’s salary, ending with 
a $4,772 balance. 
In adition to the street machin­ 
ery bonds, the report showed these 
outstanding securities, w i t h the 
amount and date of issue: 
Water works plant, 1915, $70,000; 
city’s share of improvements, 1944, 
$4,000; 
street resurfacing, 
1948, 
$60,000; new fire equipment, 1949, 
$6,000; city’s share of sewer and 
paving work, 1949, $17,000; incin­ 
erator furnace, 1950, $30,000; in­ 
cinerator plant repairs, 1950, $2,- 
000; new fire station construction, 
1950, $35,000, and the street im­ 
provements, 1950, $21,000.

M unicipal Court revenue in 1953 
hit $39,680—the highest in its 26- 
y ear history and $15,312 ahead of 
the 
previous 
record 
of 
$24,358 
shown in 1949, G e rk Harold L. 
Powell said today in his annual 
report. 
The city received $34,454 from 
the court revenue, an increase of 
$12,592 from the $21,862 it w as paid 
in 1952. In the previous record 
y ear of 1949, the court turned over 
$20,257 to the city treasury. 


The city’s share of the revenue 
w as m ade up of $29,346 in fines 
and costs from cases filed under 
city ordinances and $5,108 from 
costs in civil cases. In addition, 
the court turned over $2,258 to the 
county, $1,767 to the state a n d 
$1,200 to the Law L ibrary Asso­ 
ciation. 
R epeated police crackdow ns on 
speeders arid other traffic violat­ 
ors, in which m otorists w ere cited 
wholesale with the use of ra d ar 
tim ing equipm ent, was a big fac­ 
tor in the phenom enal jum p in 
the court’s income. Police c i t e d 
dozens of speeders at a tim e in 
the ra d a r checks and each posted 
a $16 forfeit that went into the 
court. 
In addition, a stiffer penalty for 
drunken driving helped boost crim ­ 
inal receipts. Judge G e o r g e L. 
Brokaw raised the standard pen­ 
alty for the offense to $150, up 
$50 from the fine custom arily im ­ 
posed for m any years. 
The overall revenue does not In­ 
clude money the court received 
and disbursed in trusteeships and 
judgm ents, which probably would 
♦'-'.a1 close to the am ount handled 
fines and costs, Powell explain- 
Such funds are collected from 
rt, btors for disbursem ent to cred­ 
itors, adding nothing to the court’s 
income. 
Crim inal receipts accounted for 
m ost of the increase in the 1953 
revenue. The $29,346 in 1953 was 
up $12,162 from 1952’s $17,184. 
By contrast, here are figures on 
the city’s share of court receipts 
in other recent years: 1943, $13,- 
327; 1944, $15,599; 1945, $9,965. 1946, 
$16,863, and 1947, $23,953. 
The report showed 2,970 cases of 
all kinds filed in 1953, an increase 
of 1,165 over the 1,805 filed in 
1952. In 1951. 1,751 w ere filed. 
The new cases last year w ere: 
708 civil, 1.940 city crim inal and 
322 state crim inal. A total of 1,880 
cases of all kinds w ere disposed 
of, leaving 259 pending. T here were 
1,967 cases filed in 1949, 1,863 in 
1948, 2,563 in 1947, 1.972 in 1946, 
1,234 in 1945 and 1,345 in 1944.

The three allies—United States.

F rance—have exchanged 
notes with Russia since last sum ­ 
m er. trying to set up a m eeting of 
their foreign m inisters. 
A greem ent at last. They’d m eet 
in Berlin. Jan. 25. But w here in 
B erlin'’ In E ast Berlin, controlled 
by 
R ussia? 
Or in West Berlin, 
controlled by the W estern Allies? 
R epresentatives of the four pow­ 
ers 
in Berlin m et to settle the de­ 
tails. All this week 
they talked. 
The Russians held out for half 
the 
talks to 
be in E ast Berlin. 
This country wanted m ore than 
half In West Berlin. 
L ast night the four representa­ 
tives gave up. dum ped their dis­ 
agreem ent 
back 
in 
the 
laps of 
higher officials. 
Rut even if the prelim inaries are 
settled, the United States and Rus­ 
sia are in com plete disagreem ent 
on their m ajor European problem : 
G erm any. 
Tile United States wants E ast 
and 
West 
G erm any 
united, 
no 
doubt in the belief that the E ast 
G erm ans, after eight years under 
the Russians, would rejoice in lin­ 
ing up with the West G erm ans as 
United States allies. 
What would this m ean to the 
United States'* Secretary of State 
Dulles m ade clear in 
a 
speech 
M onday 
night 
w hat 
hopes 
this 
country has for G erm any. 
Ut* outlined A m erica’s new m il­ 
itary strategy, based on West Eu­ 
ropean defense against Russian at­ 
tack. backed up by this country’s 
potential for "m assive” retaliation. 
He said Europe cannot be de­ 
fended unless G erm any is allowed 
to rearm . He said it can 't do so 
under the present arm istice agree­ 
m ents. although it could join a 
unified European arm y if France 
agreed to go along. 
But the last thing Russia wants 
is a rearm ed G erm any. It spent 
the past year, by m any devices. 
trying to avoid just that. 
Dulles could hardly settle with 
the Russians at Berlin for a dis­ 
arm ed G erm any. And Russia could 
hardly yield to him. 
President Eisenhow er and Rus­ 
sia's 
P rem ier 
M alenkov 
m ade 
speeches during 1953 on relations 
between the two countries. In De­ 
cem ber Eisenhow er, suggested: 
They sit down and talk about 
pooling som e of their atom ic m a­ 
terials for peace, lf that succeeds. 
he indicated, m aybe they could go 
on to talk about getting rid of the 
atom bomb.

Russia responded with the com­ 
plaint 
that 
banning 
the 
bomb 
should come first, and reserved 
the right to talk about that tf the 
two powers sit down to discuss 
peaceful use of the atom. 
This week Dulles and the Rus­ 
sian ambassador began talks on 
arranging American-Russian talks 
on the atom, as Eisenhower sug­ 
gested. 
But in his Monday night talk on 
this country’s new military strate­ 
gy, Dulles said this country no 
longer will depend on huge armed 
forces, 
matching man for man 
with the Communists in the field, 
but will try to prevent any attack 
this way: 
Standing ready to blast the at­ 
tacker with ‘‘means of its own 
choosing.’’ 
What means? 
Dulles 
didn’t say. There’s no doubt he 
meant atomic weapons. 
Dulles, therefore, couldn’t very 
well agree on banning the bomb.

Rules Committee Calls Grid 
Injury Faking ‘Dishonest’ 


la. 


SARASOTA. Fla. OP — College 
football m ust keep its one-platoon 
system and m ust get rid of such 
practices as the faked injury and 
the sucker shift. 
This verdict was handed down 
yesterday by the Football Rules 
Committee of the National Colle­ 
giate Athletic Assn. 
The committee turned down all 
efforts lo liberalize the limited sub­ 
stitution rule which went into ef­ 
fect last season and proved im­ 
mensely 
popular 
with 
football 
fans. 
The 
most 
surprising 
develop­ 
m ent of the meeting was the strong 
condemnation of such “ nonethical” 
practices as injury faking to stOD 
the clock and false starts intended 
to pull the opposition offside. 
In what appeared to be mainly 
a slap at Notre Dame, the com­ 
m ittee unanimously approved a 
resolution 
declaring 
that 
injury 
faking is "dishonest, unsportsman­ 
like and contrary to the rules.” 
Notre Dame players were ac­ 
cused last season of feigning in­ 
juries in the Iowa game to stop 
the clock and gain time for touch­ 
downs in the closing seconds of 
each half. These scores enabled 
the Irish to escape with a 14-14 
tie. 
During the 1952 season Notre 
Dame figured most prominently in 
several sucker shift incidents. Last 
season, there were reports of such 
incidents in the Southeastern and 
Missouri Valley conferences. 
The Rules Committee said that, 
for the present, it would “ rely on 
the integrity of the coaches and 
players rather than upon further 
legislation” to wipe out these un­ 
ethical procedures. • 
If this doesn’t succeed. Commit­ 
tee Chairman H. L. (Fritz) Cris- 
ler of the University of Michigan 
said, the rule book will be rew rit­ 
ten. Committee Secretary E 
E 
Wieman of the University of Den­ 
ver said m inor revisions may be 
m ade in the substitution rule in 
the future, but ’ two-platoon foot­ 
ball is dead as a duck.”
